even those best acquainted with tho facts 
widely diflur in their opinions, TJiisnnu^h 
IS certain, the operators had their labor 
tt> sell, and tlioir work is of a kind that 
Uomands both d.xtrenie accuracy and ap- 
plication, and thoy had doubtless the 
same, right aa other bodies of men and 
women in similar circumstances. They 
made certain demands on tho conipanioa 
which were not acceded to, thoroiipon 
they stopped work and silently departed. 
If tho demands of the employes wore rea- 
Bonable, the companies are seriously to 
blanie for tho annoyance and loss they 
have caused' the public. If, however, tho 
employes have been unreasonable, their 
wioveincnt is without any basis of success. 
In these Jays jieople don't get niuch 
without asking for it, and sometimes it m 
necessary t . brinij a little pressuio to boar. 
Capital and labor are ocpially necessary to 
each other, and both at times aro apt to 
bo unreaaonable and ovorbearing. Strikes, 
though they are ft cumbrous and incon- 
venient way of rectifying matters, nro at 
present the only moans available, und 
ihough tlie plan has been tried in some 
couniries, il is not an easy matter 
lor any tribunal to decide on the 
value of a man's labor, and such 
a court is apt to be suspected 
of a leaning either to one side or the 
other, however fairly it may have endeav- 
ored to decide. .-V moral question, how- 
over, arises in cases where "a whole coun- 
try suffers loss and inconvenionce, or tho 
public gonorally are exposed not only to 
inconvenienco but danger in travelling, 
how far thoy are bound to sufl'er in the 
interests of a comparatively small section 
of the comuuiiiity, when other ineuns 
could bo used for specially settling the 
dispute witiiout lo.sa of tiiiui or money to 
either party coiicorned. Those entorins? 
auoh callings wHild do so with a full 
knowledge of how .such disputes were to ; 
be dpcidod, and would not be individually 
bound by tho award of the court to the 
extent whieli ilie enrp.irati.in ur oompany 
would be. .-Vs regal lis llie monls ./f the i 
present disinite betwetiii the telegraph <ip- , 
erntivea and the companies, tlie new.spa- j 
pers would seem very much divided, 
especially in New York. The "Herald," 
"'J'imos," "Truth," and Wall street 
papers generally condemn the companies. 
The "Tribune " defends them. The 
"Journal of Commerce" says the strike is 
a rebellion, and hopes the ring leaaora 
will be punished; the "Sun" and 
"World" mildly condemn tho operators. 
On whichever side justice lies, inconven- 
ience and injury to tho comii orcial intor- 
ests of tlie world at large are undoniable, 
not excepting British Columbia. In Vic- 
toria our commercial and business men 
have sullered along with the rest, so far 
as their bu.'siness ,lav with tl,rt.,i nun.' 
luotraiion ol the advantages m being in- 
volved in a dispute in which they are not 
pe^^Uttlly: I'ntor^ted.

— Auj,'ustua 
Belleniere, a jeweler, quartz cutter and 
lapidary, this morning shot and killed 
Jack Kelly, a gambler, at No. 115 Stock- I 
ton street. The Chronide publishes the | 
foliowing account of tho tragedy: "Kelly I 
was a short, stout, chunky little fellow of 
between forty-tivo and fifty years "of age, 
always well dressed in a quiet suit of 
tweed, with Derby Imt, white linen and 
plain tie. His cluso-cropped hair was 
grey, and the long, tawny niustacho that 
shades his mouth was i)retty well streaked 
with the same color. Everybody know 
"Jack" Kelly. Bellemere is equally well 
known hero, being a pioneer of 1850. He 
was born in New York of French descent 
in 1838 and is now -lo years of age. He 
is of medium height, l)ut very slender, 
and his appearance would betray his 
French parentage anywhere. He was for- 
merly of tho tirm of Fontiere & Belle- 
more, on .Montgomery street, and was 
quite wealthy, but failed, and was reduced 
to the necessity of resuming his trade of 
lapidary for a livelihood. Thursday night 
both men, who wore friends and close 
oonipanioiis, went out to Marchand's res- 
taurant on Du|)ont street, accompanied 
by Belleuiere's wife, where they had a 
wine dinner. The bill was SS, and Kelly 
declared it was an e.xliorbilaul price and 
refused to pay. Then there was a quarrel 
which was tinally stiqjped by the appear- 
ance of the police. The bill was paid and 
all went back to the house. Then Kelly 
and Bellemere went out again, and fi'r 
over four hours wandered from one sa- 
loon to another, liollouioro vainly endea- 
voring to get away, while Kelly coi. i mily 
persisted in "taking just onu more drink ' 
and relating tho story of what he consid- 
ered the injustice done him at the restau- 
rant. Uo could find no other tonic of 
conversation, and the quantity of liquor 
which I'ti Inid imbibed caused him to got 
drunker and drunker until he w.is no 
longer nuister of himself. Bellemere ivas 
also affected by hia constant tippling and 
when, at 4 o'clock in the morning, bp 
made a determined start for home, he was 
nearly as intoxicated as Kelly, but in a 
much better humor, the latter being ul- 
inost savage in his continued threats 
against tho restaurant keeper. 

Bellemere endeavored to get rid of hiia 
on tho way, but when ho reached his door 
his friend was close at his heels and fol- 
lowed him inside. Mrs. Belleinoni was 
still up, and expressed .-iurprise at seeing 
Kelly, who was again advised by Belle- 
mero to go home, l)Ut refused, saying 

"Hold on just a minute, liua; 1 want 
lo talk to you. Let's have another drink.'' 

"No," replied the jeweler, "I've had 
enough. "
